Sec.  2,  The  Color  Sergeant  shall  keep  the 
Roll,  which  shall  be  called  at  every  Regular 
Meeting,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  hand 
over  to  the  Roard  of  Management  a  monthly 
statement,  of  all  absentees  and  delinquents  for 
their  consideration.

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  (as  Secrotary)  shall 
keep  correct  minutes  of  all  proceedings  at 
Meetings  of  the  Company  and  Board  of  Man- 
agement and  shall  conduct  the  correspondence, 
(as  Treasurer)  shall  collect  all  monies  due  to, 
and  pay  all  accounts  due  by  the  Company,  ls 
authorized  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  Board  of  Management. — The 
Board  of  Management  (five  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum)  shall  have  complete  control  in 
all  civil  matters.  All  Assessments  upon  mem- 
bers, voted  by  the  Company,  shall  be  levied 
by  the  Board.  It  shall  receive  and  report 
upon  all  matters  laid  before  it  for  considera- 
tion, shall  make  all  purchases,  contracts  and 
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barjialns  in  the  Company's  behalf,  and  shall 
present  one  Annual  and  three  Quarterly  Re- 
ports of  its  proceedings  and  the  state  of  the 
finances. 

On  receiving  a  monthly  statement  of  the 
absentees  from  Meetings  handed  in  by  the 
Color  Sergeant,  it  shall  have  power  to  place 
the  fines  imposed  to  the  debit  of  each  absentee, 
in  the  books  of  the  Secretary. 

See.  4.  Any  vacancies  occurring  amongst 
the  Civil  Officers  of  the  Company  slijll  bo 
filled  at  the  next  monthly  meeting  after  such 
vacancy  may  have  taken  place. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Honorary  Memhers. 
Sec.  1.  All  perspns  becoming  Honorary 
Memhers  of  the  Corps,  shall  be  entitled  to  ac- 
quire a  knowledge  of  military  discipline,  and 
will  be  allowed  to  fall  in  with  the  regularly 
enrolled  men  of  the  Company,  providing  they 
are  in  the  proper  uniform  of  the  Company.

Each  Sergeant  Major  of  a  Volunteer 
Field  Battery  of  Artillery  shall,  on  account'of  the 
great  responsibility  attached  to  the  office,  be  paid 
by  the  Province  at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  per 
annum ;  and  competent  persons  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  drill  the  other  Volun- 
teer Companies,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Province 
seven  shillings  and  sixpence  currency  per  diem, 
when  so  employed. 

Volunteers  may  be  called  out  in  aid  of  the  Civil  Power. 
Sec.  38.  The  oaid  Volunteer  Companies  shall  be 
liable  to  be  called  out  in  aid  of  the  ordinary  Civil 
power  in  case  of  riot  or  otlier  emergency  requiring 
such  services,  and  shall  when  so  employed  receive 
from  the  Municipality  in  which  their  services  shall 
be  required,  the  rates  of  pay  above  mentioned,  and 
a  further  sum  of  two  shillings  and  six-pence  per 
man  per  diem  for  additional  expenses,  and  shall  be 
also  provided  with  proper  lodging  by  such  Munici- 
pality :  and  the  said  sums,  and  the  value  nf  such 
lodging  if  not  furnished  by  the  Municipality,  may 
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be  recovered  from  it  by  the  Captain  of  the  Com- 
pany,  in  his  own  name,  and  when  received  or 
recovered  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Officers  and 
men  entitled  thereto. 

JIow  iliey  may  he  called  out,  and  their  duty  in  such  cases. 
Sec.  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Captain  or 
Officer  commanding  any  such  Volunteer  Company 
to  call  out  the  same,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  quelling  any  Riot, 
when  thereunto  required  in  writing  hy  the  Mayor 
Warden,  or  other  Head  of  the  Municipality  in 
which  such  Riot  should  be,  or  any  two  Magistrates 
therein,  and  to  obey  such  instructions  as  shall  be 
lawfully  given  him  by  any  Magistrate  in  regard  to 
the  mode  of  quelling  such  Riot;  and  every  Officer, 
Non-commissioned  Officer  and  man  of  such  Com- 
pany shall  on  every  such  occasion  obey  the  orders 
of  his  Commanding  Officer;  and  Officers  and  men 
when  so  called  out  shall,  without  any  further  or 
other  appointment,  and  without  taking  any  oath  of 
office,  but  Special  Constables,  and  may  and  shall 
act  as  such  so  long  as  they  shall  rcmuin  so  called. 

Exemptions  in  favor  of  Volunteers. 
Sec.  40.     The  Officers,  Non-commissioned  Officers 
and  men  of  Volunteer  Companies  shall,  while  they 
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slia]l  continue  sncli,  bo  exempt  from  serving  as 
Jurors  or  Constables;  and  wlienever  they  shall 
have  served  as  such  in  one  or  more  Volunteer  Com- 
panies  durinj-  a  term  of  seven  years,  such  exemption 
shall  continue  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term. 

Xodce  to  h,'.  ffiren  hrfore  having  any  Volunteer  Com- 

pany. 

^ec.Al.  No  Xon-oommissioned  Odirer  or  man 
of  any  Volunteer  Company,  shall,  in  any  case, 
unless  leprally  discharged,  leave  the  same  without 
giving  at  least  one  montii's  notice  in  writing  to  the 
Commanding  Onicer  thereof  of  his  intenHon  to 
leave  the  same ;  nor  shall  he,  at  any  time,  leave  the 
same  contrary  to  tlie  engagement  contained  in  any 
article  of  engagement  he  shall  have  signed. 
Field  Officers  to  inspect  Volunteer  Companies. 

Sec.  42.  The  several  Volunteer  Companies  shall 
be  subject  to  inspection  from  time  to  time  by  Field 
Officers,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief 
for  that  purpose,  one  for  ITj)per  and  one  for  Lower 
Canada,  and  paid  by  the  Province,  who  shall  report 
fully  to  the  Governor  on  the  state  of  such  corps 
and  their  arms,  and  act  generally  according  to  the 
instructions  they  shall  receive  from  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Province  at  the 
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rate  of  four  Ijundrod   poiituls  per  nmiiiin  eucli,  an.l 
reimbursed  their  travelling  expenses. 

Commimojis  hj  ichom    Granled. 
Sec.  43.     All  Commissions  of  Oiricers  in  the  Pro- 
vincial Militia  shall  be  granted  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  and  during  pleasure. 

iVb/j- Commission rd  Ojjicp.rs. 
Sec.  44.  All  non-Commissioned  Onircrs  in  the 
Provincial  Militia,  shall  be  ai)pointed  by  the  Oflicer 
commuuding  the  Balluliun  to  which  they  belong,  ex- 
cept in  Volunteer  Coni])aiiic.^  where  llicy  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Captain  thereof,  and  shall  hold 
their  rank  during  pleasure. 

Officers  must  he  II.  31.' s  sulijects. 
Sec.  45.     No  person  shall  be  an  OOicerof  Militia 
unless  he  be  one  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  by  birth 
or  naturalization,  and  shall  have  taken  tlie  oath  of 
allegiance. 

Existing  Commissions  to  remain  until  cancdlcd. 
Sec.  40.  Existing  Commissions  in  the  Provincial 
Militia  and  appointments  of  non-Commissioned  Of- 
flcers,  shall  remain  in  force,  such  Commissions  being 
subject  to  be  cancelled  by  the  Comraandcr-in-chie^ 
and  such  appointments  by  the  Officer  commanding 
the  R.'ittalion  :  but  no  persou  shall  be  bound  to  serve 
in  the  Provincial  Militia  in  a  lower

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once  held,  unless  he  shall  have  resigned  hia  com- 
mission or  be  reduced  by  sentence  or  order  of  some

Militia  Offences. 
Sec.  51.  All  contraventions  of  this  Act  and  of 
Regulations  or  Orders  lawfully  made  or  given  under 
it,  when  the  Militia  or  that  portion  thereof  to  which 
the  offender  belongs,  is  not  called  out  for  actual 
service,  shall  be  furnishable  by  penalties  to  be  im- 
posed by  one  oi  more  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  in 
a  summary  manner  as  hereinafter  provided.

Disobeying  orderg,  ^c. 
Sec.  [10.  Any  Officer,  non-Commissioned  Officer 
or  Militiaman  wlio  should  disobey  any  lawful  orders 
of  his  superior  officer,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  in- 
solent or  disorderly  behavour  towards  such  officer, 
shall  thereby  incur  a  penalty  of  one  pound  five  shil- 
lings, for  each  offence. 

Not  keeping  Arms  in  proper  order. 
Sec.  91.  Any  Officer,  non-commissioned  Officer 
or  Militiaman,  who  shall  fail  to  keep  any  arms  or 
accoutrements  delivered  or  entrusted  to  him  in  prop- 
er order,  or  shall  appear  at  drill,  parade,  or  on  any 
other  occasion,  with  his  arms  or  accoutrements  out 
of  proper  order,  or  unserviceable,  or  deiiciont  in 
any  respect,  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  one  pouhd  for 
each  such  offence. 

Vohmlwrs  refusing  to  turn  out  in  aid  of  Civil  power 
^  Sec.  94.     Any  Officer  or  Man  of  a  Volunteer  Mi- 
litia Compa.y  who,  when  such  Company  shall  be 
lawfully  called  upon  to  act  In  aid  of  the  Civil  pow- 
er, shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  go  out  with  such  com- 
pany, or  to  obey  any  lawful  order  of  his  Superior 
Officer  or  of  any  Magistrate,  sLail  thereby  incur  a 
penalty  of  five  pounds  for  each  offence. 
Eecovery   of  pmuUies. 
Sec.  99.     All  penaitic-g  incurred  under  this  Act  or 
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under  any  Regulations,   Orders  or  Articles  of  En- 
gagement lawfVillj  made  or  entered  into  under  it, 
shall  be  recoverable  with  costs,  on  the  evidence  of 
one  credible   Avitness,  on   complaint  of  information 
before  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  if  the  amount   do
